THE MERCHANT MARINE. 

The national merchant marine 
conference held in Washington this 
week to consider the nation’s duty 
in the present very distressing situ- 
ation as to her trade fleet, and the 
future control, made sound recom- 
mendations, and the same that have 
been voiced by The Constitution at 


various times. 


It agreed that ‘the government 
should for a time subsidize Ameriean 
shipping, and reorganize the present 


conflicting agencies—the United 
States shipping board and the emer- 
gency fleet corporation—into one 
central board, or commission, of 
three, from the three great coastal 
sections of America, with Wistinctive 
regional advisory boards to act in 
conjunction in all regulatory mat- 
ters affecting their respective sec- 
tions. 

Both of these recommendations 
are vital if this nation ever expects 
|to regain her former position in the 
trade lanes of the $eas. Since the 
war. the government vessels have 
been handled in a most disastrous 
manner, with conflicting policies of 
control, eventuating in staggéring 
losses to the taxpayers of the na- 
tion. Vessels have been sacrificed, 
old trade lines embarrassed, rate dis- 
criminations encouraged, and the 
flag of American commerce dipped 
jinto the muddy waters of jealousy, 
revenge, intrigue—almost into dis- 
grace. 

When the late President Harding 
urged congress to permit conces- 
sions to the American interests that 
would qualify and help rehabilitate 
the merchant marine, without a con- 
tinuation of the enormous drain 
upon the country’s treasury, and 
permitting the salvaging of the hun- 
dreds of bottoms then rotting at 
Shipyards throughout the country, 
The Constitution indorsed the pro- 
posal. It was in line with the policy 
of Great Britain, the master of the 
Seas by reason of it. Subsequent 
facts have developed that the treas- 
ury of the United States today would 
be richer by several hundreds of 
millions: of dollars had those con- 
cessions been granted, and the gov- 
ernment retired from the physical 
and financial operation of shipping 
businesses which did not, and do not 
today, belong to its legitimate func- 
tions. The’ word “subsidy” per- 
haps is largely responsible for the 
unfavorable action of congress, for- 
getful that it established the great 
mail-carrier rail system of this coun- 
try by such subsidies, and that it re- 
habilitated the railroads after the 
war with temporary subsidies, and 
that if it places commercial air navi- 
gation upon a basis useful to all the 
people, it must adopt the same pol- 
icy. Prejudices are too frequently 
aroused by misunderstanding of 
facts. The so-called “subsidy” to 
the merchant shipping interests, as 
is proposed, does not mean to give 
such interests anything to which 
they would not be fairly entitled, 
\but it does mean to properly. and 
equitably encourage, by concessions 
and financial aid, such organizations 
until they shall have become self- 
Sustaining in their undertakings to 
pull thé American government out 
Of a deep and threatening hole. 
| This will probably be one of the 
big issues before the approaching 
congress, and should the recommen- 
dations of the Washington confer- 
ence be given favorable considera- 
tion the country’s merchant trade 
flag may proudly fly again, and as- 
suredly the treasury will be better 
off by several million dollars a year.

ate, including a blanket ‘provision for 
setting aside into the state forestry 
fund all “occupation, license or privi- 
lege taxes required of persons or cor- 
porations engaging in any - business 
dealing with lumber. or-other products 
from the forests of this state. ee 
s- * * * 

It is understood that the lumber 
dealers generally throughout the state 
were madé more favorable to the spe- 
cial tax placed: en them in 1924 when 
the legislature of, 1925 converted this 
tax from the treasury into the special 
forestry fund.. The state board of 
forestry was created for the purpose 
of dispensing state aid fer the per- 
petuation of forest product industries 
and the forests which support them. 

The case before the supreme court, 
therefore, questioning the constitution- 
ality of the Jamber tax, although be- 
gun prior to the last session of the 
legislature, would have seriously de- 
layed the reforestation program if it 
had been deeided differently. 

The state forestry commission has 
gone forward in a splendid way, since 
the act creating the same was signed 
by the governor on August 14, 1925, 
and at its first meeting on September 
12, steps were taken immediately to 
secure the services of a state forester, 
to develop an organization of deputy 
forest wardens, and to secure federal 
aid under’ the Clark McNary act of

The retirement’of Jim Thorpe, who 
found it too bard to keep in football 
condition after so many years’ of 
strenuous competition, points the old 
moral that brains last longer than 
muscles, Jim Thorpe, once the great- 
est athlete in the world, is. out. His 
old football coach, who made him. 
famous, is at the height ofshis career 
today in’ the best position he ever 
held. &s coach at Stanford univer- 
sity, Pop Warner is still devising new 
plays and making the football world 
““watch the old man. 

When Jim Thorpe was playing foot- 
ball at Carlisle, the once famous but 
now defunct Indian school, there was 
no greater gridiron warrior in Amer- 
ica. Thorpe was a tremendqus line 
bucker, a lightning fast runner with 
the ball, and the greatest field - goal 
kicker in captivity. And he was de- 
veloped from good raw material. by 
Coach Warner. Thorpe didn’t care 
much about any other man, but War- 
ner had his goat. Warner was a 
broad, rugged, husky fellow, who 
could .use force when diplomacy failed. 
He once had occasion to discipline 
Jim for breaking training rules. In- 
stead of- using arguments that might 
slide off Jim’s back like raindrops 
from a greased pavement Warner 
grappled, picked Jim up, threw him 
down, and sat on him until he was 
ready to listen to reason.

Professionals play 
for money and often the money be- 
comes the main object of the game. 

So Illinois is concentrating on the 
Sorrel Top in the hope of removing 
from his mind every thought of pro- 
fessionalism. “Red” has had numer- 
ous other offers, many of them high- 
ly lucrative. A Florida land company 
is understood to want him as a real 
estate salesman and various moving 
picture companies want him.

It was a great surprise in most quarters 
when the November potato estimate showed 
an increase over the October forecast. 
Though city market prices declined another 
“5 to 75 cents per 100 pounds, f. o. b. quo- 
tations in leading shipping sections did not 
drop quite so sharply. This would indi- 
eate an undertone of firmness, Country 
dealers reported trading very limited, haul- 
ings were light. A striking feature of the 
week was the sudden decrease of shipments. 
Total oy from leading late statés was 
only 3, cars, about 40 per cent less 
than the week before and 1, cars less 
than during the corresponding period last 
year. Volume from Idaho was well main- 
tained, but other states showed marked 
decreases. 

Embargoes placed by railroads against 
shipments to certain eastern markets caused 
an accumulation of cars in the vicinity of 
these cities. New York and Chicago had 
heavy supplies of potatoes. On the morn- 
ing of November 10 there were 625 cars 
on track in Chicago, and the preceding day 
New York reported 628 on track. These 
supplies gradually decreased during the 
week, and several markets evidenced a bet- 
ter feeling. 

November 1 cold storage holdings of ap- 
ples were 3,613,000 barrels, 8,590,000 es 
and 1,773,000 bushel baskets. This is 14 per 
cent more barrels, about 30 per cent more 
boxes and 56 per cent more baskets than 
a year ago; about three-fifths of the hold- 
ings of boxed apples were in Pacific coast 
and total cold storage supplies of 
boxes were’ about 3,300, above the five- 
year average for November 1. The esti- 
mate of the commercial crop was increased 
about 1,000,000 barrels to 31,312,000 bar- 
rels. Most of this gain during October was 
in New York, Virginia, Arkansas, Colorado 
and Idaho. Slight decreases were reported 
in Oregon and Washington. Carlot move- 
ment was falling off, but still averaged 
nearly 900 cars per day. Export shipments 
from the United States and Canada to No- 
vember 7 were 1,338,283 barrels and 1,- 
722,443 boxes, atcording to I. A. A. A. 
report. 

Sweet potato production is now estimated 
at 81,084,000 bushels, an increase of about 
0 per cent over the October forecast. Ap- 
parently the crop in the southern states had 
»reviously been underestimated. The report 
for Alabama was raised 1,200,000 bushels; 
Mississippi was increased about 1,000,000; 
Tennessee and Texas about 800,000 each, 
and North Carolina and Florida 600,000 
each. ‘This latest estimate indicates nearly 
10,000,000 more bushels than last year’s light 
crop. With the eastern shore of Virginia 
season closing, wholesale prices of bes 
grades remained fairly high at $3.00-$5.00 
per barrel. Most of the sweet potatoes sold 
in bushels hampers had recovered from their

Miller added: “There are times in

However, there 
are some good bankers in Wall street 
who would rather see a temporary 
period of inflation as harmful as it 
might be than to permanently place 
the power of regulating general trade 
and speculation in any source in the 
hands of _the federal reserve «board 
where politics might creep in as the 
influencing factor. 


In such quarters it was pointed 
out today that it is not within the 
provitice of ‘the federal reserve board 
or the federal reserve banks to attempt 
to regulate business or speculation in 
any other way than by maintaining 
rediscoOunt rates above the open money 
market rates. ‘Today the reverse is 
true. making it easy and profitable 
for the member banks to borrow from 
the federal reserve banks, thus obtain- 
ing credit which might be used in 
promoting speculation. 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
total borrowings of the member banks 
at the federal reserve banks are only 
$64.000,000, against ~$224,000,000 a 
year ago. Thus it appears that the 
federal reserve at the present time has 
no real power to check speculation. 


Motor Issues Sold. \ 


_ With a large part of the specula- 
tive holdings of automobile shares 
liquidated within the past few weeks 
and especially within the past ten 
days Wall street is not as bearish as 
it was on the motor shares. There is 
one motor stock, however, which is 
still being sold short by professional 
traders— W illys-Overland. 


Willys-Overland was one of the au- 
tomobile companies badly caught in 
the 1920 readjustment period. In 
1921 there was a drastic reorganiza- 
tion of the company’s financial strue- 
ture, non-paying properties were dis- 
posed of and bank loans amovating to 
over $18,000,000 were eliminated. 
Since then the company has more than 
recovered its lost prestige. For the 
first half of 1925 production was well 
over 100,000 cars or well up to the 
top of the list of large producers. 
On June 30 last, the company had 
current assets of $49,181,000 including 
$15,000,000 cash with current liabili- 
tiés of only $12,171,000. For the first 
six months of the year earniags were 
equal to $41.49 a share on the pre- 
ferred stock and to $3.69 on the com- 
men, allowing for half of the year’s 
7 per cent cumulative preferred divi- 
dend. For the corresponding period of 
1924, only 88 cents a share was earned 
for the common stock. 


Overland Stock Jumps. 


As a result of the remarkabie pros- 
perity enjoyed this year by Willys- 
Overland, the compa‘ny’s preferred 
stock advanced from 72 1-4 to 1181-2 
and the common from 9 1-8 to 34 7-8. 
No dividends have been paid on the 
common stock since 1920 and $29 
back dividends are still due on the 
preferred now receiving 7 per cent. 
This year’s advance in both the pre- 
ferred and common stock is due pattly 
to expectations that the back divi- 
dends on the preferred shares will be 
paid off largely in cash, making pos- 
sible resumption of dividends on. the 
common stock. Professional traders 
are now sellirg the stock short be- 
cause it is understood that instead of 
paying off the back dividends in cash, 
as has been generally expected, these 
back dividends will be paid off ~@n- 
tirely in common stock.
